What business interests o f o ur city 
wo uld be injured by the pro hibitio n o f 
the salo o n traffic? 
Mr. Edito r—We had tho ught that we 
wo uld no t hav e any thing mo re to say 
thro ugh the papers o n the enactment 
o f the pro hibito ry o rdinance, as 
no 
public reply has been made to the in­ 
dictment we hav e made against 
the 
iiQuo r traffic. The actio n o f o ur co un­ 
cil in submitting the questio n to the 
suffrage o f the peo ple has put a new 
phase o n the subject, and so me things 
hav e been said as a plea fo r the co n- 
tmuance o f the salo o n that deserv e at­ 
tentio n. 
Reference was made by a member 
o f co uncil to the injury the city wo uld 
sustain by a pro hibitio n o f the salo o ns 
in the way o f the destructio n o f busi­ 
ness and the lo ss o f the 
special tax 
deriv ed fro m that traffic. 
In adv anc­ 
ing his v iews he appealed to the 
in­ 
v estigatio n made by a co mmittee o f 
a fo rmer co uncil as to the effect o f 
pro hibitio n in the city o f Wellsv ille. 
We recall so mething o f that repo rt 
and ho w it 
so 
stro ngly 
pro tested 
against the ado ptio n o f a pro hibito ry 
o rdinance o n the gro und that it wo uld 
destro y the business o f o ur rapidly 
gro wing city as a co mmercial center, 
claiming that it wo uld be 
“ a sho rt 
sighted po licy and an injustice to o ur 
merchants and business men.” I recall 
also the impressio n their repo rt made 
upo n my mind as an illustratio n o f 
the o ld say ing, “ that peo ple usually 
find what they lo o k fo r.” 
The character o f the repo rt was such 
as to giv e rise to the suspicio n that 
the inv estigatio n was entered 
upo n 
with the desire, if no t the determina­ 
tio n to find so mething to make a re­ 
po rt 
adv erse to the ado ptio n o f the 
o rdinance. 
The same co nsideratio ns, no do ubt, 
are and will be bro ught fo rward to 
influence the minds o f men in the co m-i 
ing electio n. 
If my memo ry is n o t, 
Si fault 
the repo rt then made gav e: 
o ut the idea that the salo o n traffic in 
so me way was essential to the busi­ 
ness pro sperity o f the 
city . 
If that 
ije true then fro m a financial stand­ 
po int the passing o f a pro hibito ry o r­ 
dinance wo uld be a mistake, and o ur 
merchants and business men o ught no t 
o nly to array themselv es against the 
ado ptio n o f o ur o rdinance, but o ught 
to seek to hav e the salo o n traffic en- 
'irged rather than in any way 
cur- 
3iled, And I suspect that we who ad- 
'o cate the restrictio n and pro hibitio n 
o 
the traffic o ught no t to be reco g­ 
nized as go o d citizens, but rather ene- 
mies o f the public weal. 
But it is 
rue that the salo o n traffic is essential 
o the business pro sperity o f o ur city ? 
s It true that its suppressio n wo uld 
an act o f injustice 
to 
o ur mer- 
ants and business men? 
he 
questio n is no t whether 
the 
o ptio n and enfo rcement o f the o r- 


diance wo uld be hurtful to the salo o n' 
rafBc and the liquo r business it rep- 
resents. 
We all believ e 
that. 
We 
wo uld no t ask fo r and wo rk fo r it if 
we did no t 
tho ro ughly 
believ e 
it; 
neither wo uld the brewers and liquo r 
asso ciatio ns o ppo se it if it were no t 
hurtful to their trade, altho ugh there 
are tho se who claim that there will 
be just as much, if no t mo re, liquo r 
used if the salo o ns are shut up as at 
present. 


The questio n is: 
Is the salo o n traf­ 
fic so necessary to the financial pro s­ 
perity o f o ur city that their suppres­ 
sio n wo uld be ruino us to the interests 
o f o ur merchants who are engaged in 
business that all ackno wledge to be 
fo r the go o d o f so ciety ? 
In co nsidering that questio n let me 
ask a few o thers: 
What o ne business 
is there in o ur city , unless it be that 
o f the undertaker, that is benefited by 
the liquo r traffic? Do es it benefit o ur 
po tteries, which, all ackno wledge to be 
the great so urce o f the wealth o f o ur 
city ? Are o ur po tters glad when they 
see a salo o n started near the facto ries? 
Do es the frequenting o f the salo o n 
make 
their emplo y es better, 
mo re 
faithful and trustwo rthy wo rkmen? Do 
the po tters ev er hav e to dismiss any 
o f their men because they do n’t pat­ 
ro nize the salo o n? 
Take the different branches o f mer­ 
cantile business in o ur city , the dry 
go o ds, clo thing, millinery , sho e 
and 
o ther sto res. 
Are any o f these anx ­ 
io us to hav e a salo o n placed near to 
their business ho use? Do they think 
it impro v es their custo mers to hav e 
them frequenters o f the salo o n? Take 
the gro cers, the 
butchers, the milk­ 
men and tho se who supply us with 
o ur fo o d. 
Which o ne o f these do es 
the liquo r traffic benefit? Wlrich oms 
o f these wo uld be serio usly Injured if 
all the salo o ns in the city were finally 
and fo rev er clo sed and all the mo ney 
spent in them was spent, as much o f 
It wo uld be, in buy ing and pay ing fo r 
pro v isio ns fo r needy families, many 
o f them made po o r and needy by the 
v ery business we wish to pro hibit? 
Which o ne o f o ur merchants o r bus­ 
iness men ev er uses the fact o f the 
ex istence and flo urishing co nditio n o f 
o ur salo o ns as an argument to induce 
a respectable man to settle in o ur city , 
unless it be in the way o f sho wing 
that there is plenty o f mo ney in o ur 
city , so that we can flo urish in spite 
o f these parasites o n o ur business en­ 
terprise? It seems to me that any o ne 
who will serio usly co nsider these and 
such like questio ns canno t fail to see 
that the claim that the salo o n traffic 
IS in any way necessary to the 
true 
business pro sperity o f any co mmunity 
hs no fo undatio n in fact. 
We 
hav e 
spo ken o f the inev itable ev il o f 
the 
traffic in a financial, as well as a so cial 
and mo ral way and need no t repeat. 
The fact o f the matter is that while 
^he 
ex istence o f the salo o n may be 
taken as an ev idence that the co m­ 
munity that can endure it must hav e 
co nsiderable financial strength; it is 
no ev idence 
that the liquo r traffic 
is o f any financial benefit to the co m­ 
munity when it ex ists. We must defer 
the co nsideratio n o f the tax questio n 
to ano ther time.

He is o ne o f the best kno wn citizens 
in East Liv erpo o l, hav ing been a resi­ 
dent here since the y ear 18 48 . 
The 
immediate cause o f his 
death 
was 
Bright s disease. 
Two w'eeks ago his 
ailment first became serio us. 
Befo re 
that he was o ut ev ery day making 
trips aro und to wn and to the v ario us 
po tteries, taking as much interest in 
the wo rk as when he was activ ely en­ 
gaged in the business. 
William Baggo tt was bo rn in Staf­ 
fo rdshire, England, 7 7 y ears ago . He 
was the so n o f J ames Baggo tt, who 
was pro minent in England as a brick- 
raaker. 
He was o ne o f a family o f 13 
children, and he 
and 
his 
bro ther, 
Samuel Baggo tt, learned thejr father’s 
trade, but saw greater po ssibilities in 
America than were then in England. 
They started fo r this co untry in 18 48 , 
landing in New Yo rk May 32. 
They 
spent a few day s in that city and o ther 
eastern po ints, but their intentio n was 
to lo cate 
in East 
Liv erpo o l. 
They 
started fo r this place, trav eling o v er 
the Erie canal to Buffalo , that being 
the best ro ute o f trav el av ailable in 
tho se day s. 
They made 
their 
way 
o v erland fro m that po int arriv ing here 
late in the summer. 
East Liv erpo o l 
was then in its infancy , and the bro th­ 
ers were amo ng the first to make ware 
in this city . 
They were full o f en­ 
ergy , and this co upled with a tho ro ugh 
understanding o f the business, so o n en­ 
abled them to build up a large trade. 
It was no t lo ng befo re they were ship­ 
ping ware to who lesalers in v ario us 
parts o f the co untry . 
On No v ember 
1, 18 5 2, they bo ught and to o k charge 
o f the o ld 
J o hn 
Go o dwin 
po ttery , 
which had been in o peratio n sev en o r 
eight y ears at that time. 
Their pur­ 
chase was no t a large o ne, hav ing at 
that time but two kilns and emplo y ing 
abo ut 3() o r 40 men. 
It was, ho w’ev er, 
amo ng the largest o f 
the 
po tteries 
o perating in the city at that time, the 
number then being abo ut 13, all o f 
which were engaged in the pro ductio n 
o f y ello w o r Ro ckingham ware. 
This 
po ttery was lo cated in an o ld frame 
building o n the site where the .Mo unt- 
i’o rd po ttery is no w lo cated. 
The plant 
was to tally destro y ed by fire in 18 5 6, 
but was rebuilt at o nce, a number o f 
impro v ements being made, and this, 
in additio n to increased shipping fa­ 
cilities, increased their business mater­ 
ially . 
Additio ns were made 
to 
the 
plant fro m time to time, and quite an 
ex tensiv e business was being do ne at 
the time o f the death o f Samuel Bag­ 
go tt, which o ccurred 
Oct. 23, 
18 93, 
The po ttery was so ld so o n after to 
J o hn Mo untfo rd. 
Mr. Baggo tt retired fro m activ e busi­ 
ness life at this time. 
He has been 
almo st a daily v isito r at the po ttery , 
ho wev er, and has suggested many im­ 
pro v ements which were successfully

C a nt o n, <)., July 13.—Im portant fea­ 
tures of the speech formally notifying 
P r e s id e nt 
McKinley of his renomina- 
tiou by Senator Lodge and the resix mse 
by President McKinley were the refer­ 
ences to the Chinese situation. 
This 
caused a great deal of discussion during 
the conference following the formal 
speech-making, 
a nd the impression cre­ 
ated was that these utterances ,vere a 
notification to the world that the United 
S tates intends to preserve all its rights in 
C hina. 
The impressive portions of the 
president s speech w e re his references to 
the m a i nte na nc e of 
the gold standard and 
tne 
fina nc ial p ub lic f a ith , the preserva­ 
tion of a p rote c tiv e tariff, the enlargement 
of our market, and especially the catchy 
a t h om e a nd p re s tige 
of 
phrase, “Prosperity at 
ab road .” llis declaration t h a t t h e i nited 
8tat**s hud reclaim*? i “ IO.UUO.UOU human|beuigH 
from imperial ism” was a decid**d hit, and 
there were m any requests for him to repeat 
the sentence. 
This tur n of th e w ord used so 
much by the opposition was considered one of 
th* adroit feature s or th e speech. 
The president seemed » it lustie st. His ap­ 
pearance indicated sp.eiuiid health, and his 
voice rang out in clarion tones, 
reaching 
the outskirts of the vast th rong which s ur ­ 
rounded the house am i ex tended over t i c 
lawn and across th e street. 
Other speakers w ere called for. 
Senator F airbanks, of I nd ia na : S enator H a n­ 
na, chairman of th e national c om m itte ; CJiias. 
Emory Sm ith, postm aster general; Colonel 
8amue 1 P ark e r, of H awaii, and S enator Lodge 
were heard—th e la-t nam ed speaking twice. 
These speakers, w ith the ex ception of Colonel 
Parker, who was calieil out of com plim ent t<> 
the Pacific islands, took occasion to refer to 
the recent action of th e D em ocratic national 
convention in Kansas City. 
It. was the first 
public occasion in which Republican speakers 
had attem pted to dissect and criticize tlm 
platform recently adopt i d by th eir opponent- 
Senator F airbank s evidently intended to m ake 
the money question the dom inant issue of the 
campaign, denying th a t w ith 
16 to 1 in th eir 
platform the 
D em ocrats could m ak e “ im ­ 
perialism” the leading issue. 
S enator H anna 
abjured Republican voters to rem em b er the 
importance of th eir cam paign. 
Postmaster G eneral S m ith w arned his h ear­ 
ers that D em ocratic success would d isarrange 
the business interests of th e c ountry. 
In his second speech S enator Lodge resented 
the criticism of P resid ent McKinley by his op­ 
ponents, and pointed out the difficulty B ryan 
would have in selecting a cabinet from the men 
prominent in th e conventions at K ansas City 
and Sioux Falls. 
The notification com m ittee and p a rty cam e 
fro m Cleveland on a special train, m aking the 
run in one h our and tw enty-one minutes. 
They were m et at th e station and in carriages 
escorted to th e hom e of President- McKinley. 
The Tippecanoe club, of Cleveland, w as given 
the place of honor, ne x t to th e band. T he 
American flag floated from m any business 
houses and residences along th e route of the 
procession. O ther delegations from nearby 
cities and tow ns helped to swell the large 
throng. 
After luncheon had been served, th e p arty 
leaders went w ith th e president into th e house.

C a n t o n , O., July 13.—Im portant fea­ 
tures of the speech form ally notifying 
President McKinley of his renom ina­ 
tion bv Senator Lodge and the respouse 
by President McKinley were the refer­ 
ences to the Chinese situation. 
This 
caused a great deal of discussion during 
the conference following the formal 
speech-making, and the impression cre­ 
ated was that these utterances were a 
notification to the world that the United 
States intends to preserve all its rights in 
China. The impressive portions of the 
president s speech Were his references to 
the maintenance of the gold standard and 
toe financial public faith, the preserva­ 
tion of a protective tariff, the enlargement 
of our market, and especially the catchy 
phrase, “Prosperity at home and prestige 
abroad.” His declaration that the I mted 
States had reclaim ed “ IO,OOO .OJO h u m an isin g * 
from im perialism ’* was a decides! hit, and 
there were m any requests for him to repeal 
the sentence. This tu rn of tho word used so 
much by the opposition was considered one of 
the adroit features of the speech. 
Tile president seemed at his best. His ap­ 
pearance indicated splendid health, and hi-* 
▼oice thor out in clarion tones, 
reaching 
the outskirts of th e vast throng which su r­ 
rounded the h ou se am i extended over tie 
lawn and across the street. 
Other speakers w ere called for. 
Senator Fairbanks, of Indiana: Senator H an­ 
na, chairman of the national com m itte; Chaa. 
Emory Sm ith, postm aster general; Colonel 
Samuel P arker, of Hawaii, and Senator Lodge 
were heard—the la>t nam ed speaking twice. 
Tht'se speakers, w it h the exception of Colonel 
parker, woo was culled out of com plim ent t<» 
the Pacific islands, took occasion to refer to 
the recent action of tile D em ocratic national 
convention in K ansas City. It was the first 
public occasion in which Republican speakers 
had attem pted to dissect and criticize the 
platform recently adopted by their opponents. 
Senator Fairbanks evidently intended to m ake 
the money question the dom inant issue of the 
campaign, denying th a t w ith 16 to I in their 
platform the D em ocrats could m ake “im­ 
perialism” the leading issue. 
Senator Hanna 
abjured Republican voters to rem em ber the 
importance of th eir cam paign.

William Baggott died at his home on 
Second street at 1:20 this 
morning. 
He is one of the best known citizens 
in East Liverpool, having been a resi­ 
dent here since the year 1848. 
The 
immediate cause of his 
death 
was 
Bright s disease. 
Two wTeeks ago his 
ailment first became serious. 
Before 
that he was out every day making 
trips around town and to the various 
potteries, taking as much interest in 
the work as when he was actively en­ 
gaged in the business. 
William Baggott was born in Staf­ 
fordshire, England, 77 years ago. He 
was the son of .James Baggott, who 
was prominent in England as a brick­ 
maker. 
He was one of a family of 13 
children, and he 
and 
his 
brother, 
Samuel Baggott, learned their father’s 
trade, but saw greater possibilities in 
America than were then in England. 
They started for this country in 1848, 
landing in New York May 12. 
They 
spent a few days in that city and other 
eastern points, but their intention was 
to locate 
in East 
Liverpool. 
They 
started for this place, traveling over 
the Erie canal to Buffalo, that being 
the best route of travel available in 
those days. 
They made 
their 
way 
overland from that point arriving here 
late in the summer. 
East Liverpool 
was then in its infancy, and the broth 
ers were among the first to make ware 
in this city. 
They were full of en­ 
ergy, and this coupled with a thorough 
understanding of the business, soon en­ 
abled them to build up a large trade. 
It was not long before they were ship­ 
ping ware to wholesalers in 
various 
parts of the country.
